THE discovery of the sulfona ­ 
mide drugs was hailed a? a miracle 
of medicine. Then came p enicillin 
and in the minds of many p ersons, 
there develop ed the idea that the 
use of p enicillin would 
push the 
sulfonamide drugs 
into the dis­ 
card. But this is not the ca se by 
any means. 
A t p resent, p a rtic ula rly, the 
cost, limited sup p lies, and the need 
for giving p enicillin by injection 
into a vein or muscle, may make 
it more difficult to emp loy. On the 
other hand, it is true th at p eni­ 
cillin has p roved sup erior to the 
sulfonam ide com p ounds in the 
treatm ent of certain infections, ac­ 
cording to Doctor John 
A. Kolmer 
of Temp le University. 
Va lues of Penicillin 
Up to the p resent, there have 
not been many rep orts concerning 
the comp arative value of p enicillin 
and the sulfonamide drugs in the 
treatm ent of infections due to vari­ 
ous germs. In the treatm ent of 
stap hylococcal 
infections, 
the 
p enicillin has p roved sup erior to 
the sulfonamide drugs. But, ac­ 
cording to Doctor Kolmer, in those 
disorders in which both drugs are 
found effective, p enicillin has not 
p roved sup erior in its effects to 
the sulfonamide p rep arations. Of 
course, there are c ertain conditions 
in which p enicillin is effective, 
which are not attacked by the sul­ 
fonamide comp ounds. In addition, 
p enicillin is p ractically non-toxic 
and comp letely safe; th at is, un­ 


favorable reactions to 
it do not 
occur. On the other hand, 
there a re 
certain dangers connected 
with the 
use of the sulfonamide 
drugs, so 
that the p atient must be carefully 
w atched by the doctor during 
the 
p eriod in which the drugs a re em­ 
p loyed. 
VS ith Other Drugs 
There is no reason 
why p enicil­ 
lin cannot be used 
together with 
other drugs and 
other forms of 
treatment in 
taking care of cer­ 
tain disorders, but 
the sulfona­ 
mide drugs cannot be 
used when 
p rep arations known 
as sulfates 
are emp loyed or when X-ray treat­ 
ment? are being used. It 
would ap - 
p ear also that certain p ersons ara 
over-sensitive to the sulfonamide 
comp ounds. This does not hap p en 
in so far as is known at p resent in 
regard to p enicillin. 
Penicillin is destroyed in the 
stomach. At p resent a number of 
p rep arations which can be given 
by mouth and that are p rotected 
against the action of the stomach 
juices in one way or another are 
being tried out. The sulfonamide 
drugs can be given successfully 
by 
mouth. 
It would ap p ear that there is 
indeed a p lace for both p enicillin 
and the sulfonamide p rep arations 
in the treatm ent of many disor­ 
ders. Both are relatively new p rep ­ 
arations. Their usefulness is well 
established, but further study is 
needed to determine the exact com­ 
p arative merits of these life-sav­ 
ing drugs.

THE discovery of the sulfona­ 
mide drugs was hailed a? a miracle 
of medicine. Then came penicillin 
and in the minds of many persons, 
there developed the idea that the 
use of penicillin would push the 
sulfonamide drugs into the dis­ 
card. But this is not the case by 
any means. 
A t present, p a rtic u la rly , the 
cost, limited supplies, and the need 
for giving penicillin by injection 
into a vein or muscle, may make 
it more difficult to employ. On the 
other hand, it is true that peni­ 
cillin has proved superior to the 
sulfonam ide com pounds in the 
treatm ent of certain infections, ac­ 
cording to Doctor John A. Kolmer 
of Temple University. 
Values of Penicillin 
Up to the present, there have 
not been many reports concerning 
the comparative value of penicillin 
and the sulfonamide drugs in the 
treatm ent of infections due to vari­ 
ous germs. In the treatm ent of 
staphylococcal 
infections, 
the 
penicillin has proved superior to 
the sulfonamide drugs. But, ac­ 
cording to Doctor Kolmer, in those 
disorders in which both drug* are 
found effective, penicillin has not 
proved superior in its effects to 
the sulfonamide preparations. Of 
course, there are certain conditions 
in which penicillin is effective, 
which are not attacked by the sul­ 
fonamide compounds. In addition, 
penicillin is practically non-toxic 
and completely safe; th at is, un­ 


favorable reactions to it do not 
occur. On the other hand, there are 
certain dangers connected with the 
use of the sulfonamide drugs, so 
that the patient must be carefully 
watched by the doctor during the 
period in which the drugs are em­ 
ployed. 
With Other Drugs 


There is no reason why penicil­ 
lin cannot be used together with 
other drugs and other forms of 
treatment in taking care of cer­ 
tain disorders, but the sulfona­ 
mide drugs cannot be used when 
preparations known as sulfates 
are employed or when X-ray treat­ 
ments are being used. It would ap­ 
pear also that certain persons are 
over-sensitive to the sulfonamide 
compounds. This does not happen 
in so far as is known at present in 
regard to penicillin. 
Penicillin is destroyed in the 
stomach. At present a number of 
preparations which can be given 
by mouth and that are protected 
against the action of the stomach 
juices in one way or another are 
being tried out. The sulfonamide 
drugs can be given successfully by 
mouth. 
It would appear that there la 
indeed a place for both penicillin 
and the sulfonamide preparations 
in the treatment of many disor­ 
ders. Both are relatively new prep­ 
arations. Their usefulness is well 
established, but further study is 
needed to determine t he exact com­ 
ps rat ive merits of these life-sav­ 
ing drug*.
